And now it’s the lyrics to “The Maple Leaf Forever” 
that do not suit the small but noisy segment of the Cana- 
dian population who would “ring out the old and ring in 
the new”. 


The Canadian Authors’ Association is offering a prize 
of $1,000 for “a new and more national rendition of 
“The Maple Leaf Forever”. The association has taken 
it upon itself to offer a $1,000 for a new set of lyrics to 
the old Canadian song as a centennial project on the 
grounds that “it arouses antangonism in Quebec and has 
little appeal to the people of the western provinces, many 
of whom have never seen a maple tree”. 


Apart from the fact that the reasons for wishing to 
make this change are about as flimsy as those advanced 
for striving for a new flag for Canada, the idea represents 
a complete departure from what most Canadians thought 
the centennial celebration was supposed to do — give 
honour to those things which are truly Canadian and con- 
stitute an essential part of its growth. 


There is nothing original about re-writing an old 
Canadian song nor could it be possibly be conceived as 
making any worthwhile contribution to the centennial. 
If the author’s association had suggested a “centennial 
hymn or anthem” this might have been received with more 
enthusiasm and it would at least be original.

Meat Balls: I lb ground cook- 
ed ham; 1 lb. ground pork; 2 
cups dry bread crumbs; 1 cup 
milk; 2 eggs beaten; 1 tsp. salt. 
Sauce: 1% cups brown sugar; 
packed; $4 cup vinegar; 94 cup 
water; 1 tbsp. dry mustard. 

Combine meats, bread 
crumbs, milk, eggs, and salt.

2% cups All Purpose Flour;

Measure flour (without sift- 
ing) onto a square of waxed 
paper. 
and salt and stir to blend. 

Cream butter, sugar, egg and 
vanilla thoroughly, Stir in 
blended dry ingredients grad- 
ually, mixing well after each 
addition. 

Divide dough into three 
equal portions. Set one por- 
tion aside for plain layer. 
Add red cherries and a few 
drops of red food colouring 
to second portion. Add green 
cherries and a few drops of 
green food colouring to re- 
maining portion. Chill dough 
for 1 hour. 

Shape each portion into a 
12 x 2 x ¥%-inch rectangle. 
Place layers on top of each 
other with pink layer in the 
middle. Chill until firm 
enough to slice (112-2 hours.) 

Slice with a sharp knife into

This card will be your per- 
sonal application form for your 
next licence and it will be the 
first step in Ontario’s new sys- 
tem of three-year drivers’ li- 
cences, 


Sometime between now and 
the end of January, you will 
get the card in the mail. You 
can obtain your new driver’s 
licence py filling out the appli- 
cation énclosing your money 
and either taking it to your 
local issuing office or mailing 
it to the Ontario Department 
of Transport Toronto. 

When will you get your ap- 
plication form? 

How long will your new li- 
cence be valid? 

How much will you have to 
pay? 

All these things depend on 
your birth-date. Transport 
Minister Irwin Haskett outlin- 
ed the procedure in a preview 
of how the new system will 
work. 


If your birthday is in Janu- 
ary you can expect to receive 
your form very soon.

i WHO NEEDS EXERCISE? Can you bend from an up- 
right position and touch your toes? Or lie flat on the floor 
and roll up to a sitting position? Or, back on floor, can you 
raise your legs 12” and hold them up for ten counts? 


If those calisthenics come easy to you, the chances are 
you get enough exercise to keep your muscles in trim. But 
it is not necessarily so, Lots of very fit people fail the test, 
and for the reason that their workouts take another direc- 
_ Calisthenics, like any other exercise form, require 
practice before you can perform effortlessly. 


What then is the significance of failing the test? It has 
none at all, when you exercise on a regular basis — take a 
brisk daily walk or participate in any sport from table 
tennis to skiing, at least twice weekly. 


Otherwise, the indication is clear that you need more 
exercise. You would make a good start by turning the test 
into a daily routine. Simply perform each part ten times, 
incorporating these important methods: 


When you bend to touch the toes, be sure to lead with 
the head and curl the spine inch by inch. Use the same 
curling action in rolling the back off the floor; it will be 
less strain if you brace your feet under a low stool. In

Lindsay’s Chief of Police 
John L. Hunter told Kiwan- 


ians this week that in his op- 


inion the law could go fur- 


ther in regards to drivers 


and introduce a measure to 
deal with operators of vehi- 
cles suffering from the ex- 
cessive use of depressant 
drugs. 

Speaking at the club's 
weekly dinner where they ob- 
served “Safe Driving Week,” 
the chief outlined the work 
of the police department in 
relation to investigation of 
accidents, and the law enforce- 
ment of highway traffic, as 
well as drinking drivers and 
charges of impaired driving.

Thousands of words have been written, warnings is- 
sued and radio and television messages beamed at the 
people who drive but to what avail? ...

London = (UPI) - A Korean born doctor was killed 
and five other persons were injured today in a two-car 
collision on a snow-slicked stretch of Highway 401 south 
of London, Ontario. 

Dead is Dr. Doung M, Moon, a resident at a London 
Hospital. He was alone in his car. 

Police said two of the injured, five-year-old Leo Han- 
sen and his two and one-half-year old brother, Eric, of 
Youngstown, New York, are in fair condition in hospital 
at Chatham.

Tillsonburg — (UPI) — Two teenagers enroute to Belle- 
ville from a wedding in Aylmer were killed early today 
in a two-car crash near Tillsonburg.

€OULD THEY HAVE ONE 
WITHOUT THE OTHER? 

Should the franchise be granted at age 18? Already 
& controversial issue, it promises to become more so be- 
fore the matter is settled. 

Speaking to his nomination for Lindsay’s deputy- 
reeveship a few evenings ago, Col. R. I. Moore dealt briefly 
with the subject. He said that although he realized it 
was not primarily a local political topic, it was something 
about which he felt very strongly. The former magis- 
trate recalled his days on the bench at Lindsay and the 
growing incidence of cases coming before him involving 
drinking under age. He predicted that this problem 
would increase if the voting age were to be lowered. It 
was his contention that if the right to vote were granted 
at age 18, the right to do other things at an earlier age 
would be demanded .. . and likely wouldn’t be refused. 

Could young people have one thing without the other? 
Would any government seriously oppose a request to ex- 
tend the earlier voting age to apply to other things, some 
of which might be less desirable and not in the best in- 
ferests of youth?

Put the 
matter to a vote of the people and let them decide.

‘Twelve candidates in the running for six seats at the 
finish line in the election for council at Lindsay on Mon- 
day promise one of the more exciting and less predictable 
races in municipal political history. 

The election race is spearheaded by a two-way contest 
for mayor with incumbent Mayor Joseph C. Holtom vying 
with mayor-aspirant Doris M. Acheson for first place 
Another two-way feature event of the day will be between 
incumbent Reeve Lloyd Found and reeve-aspirant Co, R. I. 
Moore, a former mayor of the town and its immediate 
past police court magistrate. 

Many factors have entered into the campaign, not the 
the least significant of which was the industrial develop- 
ment this week which climaxed a period of setbacks with 
success, Local political observers generally agree that 
the acquisition of a new major industry for the town will 
have a decided bearing on the election outcome and 
strengthen the position of 1963 councillors seeking re- 
election, The return of Col. R.I. Moore to the political 
scene confronts the incumbent reeve with what is re- 
garded as strong opposition, The influx of new and quali-

CHSC REITERATES 
‘BE SEEN’ ADVICE 

Longer hours of darkness, slippery road conditions 
and recurrent storms make winter driving in Canada more 
dangerous than any other time, according to the Cana- 
dian Highway Safety Council. ‘The Council will use the 
national Safe-Driving Week campaign, Dec. 1 to 7 this year, 
to reiterate its warning: “It’s better to Be seen than to be 
remembered”. 

Chairman of CHSC’s public reetone committee, 
Trevor Jones, who heads the PR department of B.F. 
Goodrich Canada Ltd. in Kitchener, Ont., pointed to the. 
urgent need for proper signalling, maintenance of car 
lights and proper use of those lights. “Signal every move 
you make”, he advised. ‘Take no chances on the vehicles 
around you failing to know WHEL you plan to do. Signal 
as far in advance as you can”. 

Mr, Jones also urged motorists to make certain the 
car’s lights were all working,, “Forget parking lights”, he 
said, “when it’s a dark or storming. Turn on head- 
lights so other drivers will be sure to see you”. 

To pedestrians, the PR chairman said, “Never take 
it for granted that a driver can see you. Wet pavement, 
blinding lights, inattention, your own dark clothing, many 
other factors can contribute to your injury or death in 
traffic.” 


CAR-TRACTOR HIGHWAY ACCIDENTS 
ARE ALL TOO FREQUENT 

During September, twenty nine farm tractots were 
involved with car traffic on our highways and other rural 
roads, Five tractor operators were injured as well as 
eleven people in the other vehicle. Property loss of over 
$17,000 was occasioned. 

Over half of the accidents were on straight roads dur- 
ing daylight hours. Hight more were at the entrance to 
the farm lane, which points out the need to clean up 
shrubs, trees and weeds to permit clear visibility. 

Six tractor operators were charged under the High- 
way Traffic Act. Ages of these operators ranged from 
thirteen (under age) to seventy one. : 

While tractor travel will be reduced during the win- 
ter, it must not be forgotten that driving hazards are 
greatly increased.

THE SANTA CLAUS STOCKING FUND 


In the welter of news which has occupied the atten- 
tion of the press during the last few hectic days, there is 
a Lindsay project which seems to have been crowded out 
of the picture at a time when it has to get right into it. We 
refer to the Santa Claus Stocking Fund which officially 
opened a few days ago and has a very short time to run 
before it is called upon to fulfill its mission, What is its 
mission? . , . Ensuring that no ones goes hungry in Lind- 
say at Christmas— that needy famiiles are provided with 
the makings of a good Christmas dinner with some to 
spare. 


Started over half a century ago and operating contin- 
uously ever since, T. H. Stinson, Q.C., has been its chair- 
man throughout. The money collected by the fund is ac- 
counted for right down to the last penny in an annual 
statement to Lindsay’s Council and everyone connected 
with the fund serves without pay. 

In addition to its function at Christmas, the fund 
serves as an emergency relief agency on a limited scale 
throughout the year. For instance, if an individual or 
family finds itself in a period of distress which isn’t cover- 
ed by ordinary welfare agencies or before they can go into 
operation, the Santa Claus Fund frequently goes to bat 
for them. It may be for a ton of coal, some food or what- 
ever is necessary to tide them over the rough spot. Not 
infrequenly and to the delight of the fund’s chairman 
people so appreciate this temporary assist that they make 
a point to see the fund is paid back when their position 
improved.

This year, as foumerly, the Canadian Imperial Bank 
of Commerce is the official receiving station for donations 
to the fund. “The Post’ will again co-operate by giving 
a temporary receipt to anyone wishing to contribute to 
the fund but unable to get downtown during banking 
hours, ‘Those taking advantage of this service will re- 
ceive an offical receipt from the bank.

SILVER HAS NOW BECOME “PRECIOUS” 

“At curret rates of production and consumption, 
world supply and demand of silver is not in balance at 
the present price and this would still be the case even if 
no silver were being used for coinage’, according to the 

_ Bank of Montreal’s Business Review for November, just 
issued. 

“Other things being equal, only the discovery of a 
major new source of silver could in the long run satisfy 
the growing demands of industry for this metal which 
has in our day become precious in a sense that could 
not have been imagined by our ancestors”, the B of M_ 
says. 

-“farlier this year the price of silver rose sharply 

_ to the point where for the first time in over 40 years coins 
in some countries were in danger of being melted down”, 
the bank says. However, a further price rise was pre- 
vented when the U.S. treasury released some of its 
stocks. 

Although, “there has been little obvious conuection 
between the price of silver and changes in its output in 
Canada”, the combined effect of lower Canadian dollar 
and a higher world price, with a favorable long-term mar- 
ket outlook are “beginnning to re-awaken interest in 
exploration and development”, the B of M observes.

French impressionist art 
rebellion against the sad, 
Lindsay Art Guild told 


The Lindsay Art Guild held 
its November meeting in a lec- 
ture room of the new wing of 
the collegiate. The decorative 
cork wall proved a perfect 
background for a display of 
French prints. Their owner, 
the guest speaker, introduced 
by Guild ’president Mrs. D. M. 
Thomson, was Mrs. L. R. Sir- 
mey of Peterborough She is 
an authority on the work of 
the French *; Impressionist 
Painters, haying been born in 
Navarre,’ brought up in’ Paris, 
blessed by a grandmother who 
had encouraged them by collec 
ting their.pictures before their 
popularity had brought recog- 
nition. 

Mrs. Sirmey translated her 
speech into English, as she told 
her audience about her own 
collection of reproductions. 
Because she knew the origin- 
als, she had selected only those 
which captured the true col- 
ours. 


The French Impressionits 
said the speaker, had rebelled 
against the sad and sombre 
paintings of the classic and 
Romantic periods, and tried to 
show that life was gay. Their 
pictures vibrate with light. The 
colours are vivid, their ideas 
new and original. Renoir, she 
Said as she called attention to 
one of his seated figures, was 
known best for his portrtayal 
of flesh tones. There is no 
confining outline to a Renoir 
nude, as the rosy tints them- 
selves are used to round the 
body, becoming one with the 
background. Toulouse — Lau 
tric was a great artist who 
wanted to give the impression 
of living people — not proud 
portarits. Gaugin was a great 
character, not understood, not 
taught in a school. who left 
home for most of his adult life 


to live away from society, in 
Haiti. He was friendless, mix- 
ed up, a mystic who interpreted 
the natural background of the 
island in great patterned de- 
sign against which he put the 
primitive dark-skinned people. 
He died before he was recog- 
nized, having sacrificed his 
life for his art. Degas, who is 
so well-known for his whirling, 
gauze-dressed ballet dancers, 
loved painting interiors of 
great beauty and detail. His 
dancing figures give such 
movement, sometimes caught 
like a snapshot in a grotesque 
momentary position, that one 
seldom looks beyond into the 
rooms in which they are. 
Although Paris was the centre 
of art in the 19th century, the 
versatile French did not 
bind artists to academic teach- 
ing. This was the secret of 
their experimentation, which 
changed the history of art. Van 
Gogh, a Dutch painter went 
there to study and came under 
the influence of Suerat and 
Sisley who were experiment- 
ing with the technique of Poin- 
tillism, a method of painting 
with dots of pure colour. Van 
Gough wanted to paint with 
strength and emotion, and he 
adapted this style with vigor 
and power, lengthening the 
dots to strokes of intense col- 
our, By this very change in 
style, he opened the door to 
modern art. 

Mrs. Sirmey spoke of many 
more, her knowledge giving 
fresh and enlightening under- 
standing to this most impor- 
tant arf movement.

DEFINITE DANGER SIGN © 
Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I’m 40 
years old and during the past 
few months I have lost 20 
pounds. I feel weak all the 
time. Until recently I have 
felt healthy and had no com- 
plaints, I’m 5 feet tall and used 
to weigh 115, but now only 
weight 95. I take vitamins but 
they don’t seem to help, I'm 
never hungry. Do you think it 
is necessary to go to a doctor? 
I have no pain.—Mrs. H. 
Comment: Have you been 
dieting? If not, consider the 
weight loss as large 4 warning 
flare of danger as severe pain. 
I am sure I have mentioned 
this before: any loss of weight 
accompanied by weakness is a 
danger sign. Pain often does 
not come until much later; of- 
ten too late for us to do any- 
thing about it at all. 
A-20-pound loss of weight 
without dieting is a consider- 
able loss. If you came to me 
with such a complaint by mind 
(as any doctor’s) would begin 
enumerating possibilities: can- 
cer, tuberculosis, or some 
other chronic illness. 
Td want X rays of the stom- 
ach and intestines even though 


you may have no indigestion. 
I'd like to see X rays of your 
chest even though you have no 
cough, I'd feel better taking 
some blood tests and a few 
more laboratory examinations. 

You say you have been tak- 
ing vitamins without help. 
It’s time to stop buying all 
medicines and, with the money 
saved, have a complete exam- 
ination by a diagnostician who 
realizes the potential- dangers 
of steady weight-loss. 

Here’s hoping the news is 
good; but one way or another, 
you can’t evade the issue much 
longer.

I am not against prudence 
and care in taking medicines 
while pregnant; but better let 
your doctor make the decision. 
Don’t rely on your own react- 
ions or the advice of neighbors. 

For example, consider your 
own problem. You wonder is 
you can take aspirins safely, I 
think I can answer your query 
with another question: Why 
not? It is the studied opinion 
of the medical profession that, 
in practically all cases, if a 
drug is to do harm to the in- 
fant it will only do so during 
its formative stage: the first 
three months of pregnancy. 
By then all the body parts have 
developed and it is doubtful 
if a drug will cause any de- 
formity. 

Therefore, in your case I 
doubt that aspirin or any of 
the usual drugs taken for a 
headache) will cause you any 
trouble at the stage of six 
months pregnancy. But of

FIND THE CAUSE OF 
AN ENLARGED HEART 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: May I 
have a little information on 
how serious enlarged heart is? 
T am 68 and wonder if it could 
be due to overwork. I do have 
denture trouble. Could that 
be a factor? When I had my 
check-up, and the X ray unit 
said J have an enlarged heart, 
no special attention seemed to 
be paid to it. How serious can 
it be?—Mrs. H. 

Comment: First, I doubt that 
denture trottble has anything 
to do with your enlarged 
heart. Of coure, it all de 
pends upon how much en- 
largement there is. Sometimes 
at the age of 68, there is only 
borderline enlargement. As 
i nyour case, doctors pay little 
attention except to say, take 
it a bit easier. Such enlarge: 
ment may be due to atherio- 
sclerosis, a slight rise in blood 
pressure, some kidney trouble 
or to poor functioning heart 
valves. 

However, if the enlarge 
ment is unmistakable, it’s the 
good doctor’s job to find the 
cause. Is it due to chronic 
high blood pressure? To 
chronic kidney disease? 


To! 


long-standing artheroscelrosis? 
To old rheumatic heart dis- 
ease? ‘To trouble in the heart 
valves? 

There may be other reasons, 
like infection, coronary dis- 
ease. But whatever the cause, 
it’s important to discover it. 
Otherwise. enlargement of 
the heart, which means sick, 
failing heart, will get worse 
until heart failure supervenes. 

If there's still any question 
and you are anxious about 
your condition, better ask for 
another opinion, It’s poor pol- 
iey, and leads to much unhap- 
piness, when a patient goes 
from day to day wondering: 
Am I sick or not?

Comment: It’s not unusual 
or some angina patients to get 
headaches when they first be- 
gin to take nitroglycerine.

At 
times they complain only of a 
slight temporary flushing of 
the face. 

Here’s another tip: Try 
not crushing the pill as you 
place it under your tongue. 
Breaking up the pill often pro- 
duces quicker action. Let the 
pill dissolve slowly. You may 
find that this will lessen head- 
aches.

AN OFFICE CHAT: 
MALE CHANGE IN LIFE 

This businessman of 52, like 
many others, has heard con- 
flicting reports about the male 
change of life. 

Q. Doctor, I understand 
there’s a difference of opinion. 
Some of you don’t believe there 
is a male change of life. Is that 
true? 

A: Right. But I am one of, 
those who thinks that the male 
climacteric (change of life) is a 
definite medical syndrome. 

Q: Will you explain? 

A: In the first place, it 
doesn’t seem logical to agree, 
as all doctors do, that females 
have a change of life when 
theit ovarian hormones de- 
crease or stop entirely; and not 
agree that something happens 
to a man when his testicular 
hormones lose their yolithful 
efficiency. You don’t have to 
be a doctor to agree with that. 

Q: It seems logical, doctor. 

A: Besides, I have seen 
many male patients in their 
late 50’s and early 60’s (the 
male change usually comes 
later than in women) who had 
symptoms similar to those of 
women who complained of dis- 
comfort during their change.

and loss of interest in their

WHAT ABOUT HORMONES? 

Q. What can you do for such 
patients? Do male hormones 
help? 

A: Not as much as we'd like 
But in many cases they are 
worth a try. If they don’t help, 
then we resort to tranquilizers. 
Some severe cases, who were 
talking of suicide because of 
extreme depression, were 
saved from themselves by tak- 
ing a course of electroshock 
therapy. 

Q. Do you think the diag- 
nosis is overlooked in many pa- 
tients? 

A: That is true. But con- 
versely, the doctor’s ob is not 
to tall into a diagnostine trap 
and make the diagnosis.of male 
change of life until he has rul- 
ed out other important possi- 
bilities. 

For example, when a patient 
is brought to the doctor by a 
wife who says he is a “‘chang- 
ed man,” it is easy to label him 
a victim of the male climacter- 
ic; but we musn’t do that right 
away. 


These men had hot flashes, 
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It’s important to make sure

that his sudden or gradual 
change in personality from a 
sweet human being into one 
difficult to live with isn’t due 
to widespread atherosclerosis 
of the brain arteries; to numer- 
out small unrecognized strokes; 
to a possible brain tumor. 

However, once these possi- 
bilities are not believed to be 
a part of th diagnostic picture, 
then its reasonable to treat 
the patient as one who is going 
through the male change of 
life — until proved otherwise.

TREATING NOSEBLEED 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: What is 
the best usual treatment for 
nosebleed? Mrs. T. 

Comment: In most cases sim- 
ple measures will take care of 
it. Only when the bleeding 
comes from the back part of 
the nose (about 10 per cent of 
cases) is first aid worthless. 
Better call the doctor right a- 
way, if you can’s seem to con- 
trol bleeding. The main thing 
to remember is not to have the 
patient lie down. The blood 
will trickle down the back of 
the throat. Have him sit up, 
head a little forward. Pack the 
bleeding nostril with clean ab- 
sorbent cotton; either dry, or

EDITORIAL.. 


IT'S TOUGH ON BIRDS TOO! 

We humans aren’t the only ones to find winter in 
these northern parts rather rugged going at times . . 
It’s tough on birds too! Foraging for food for those 
birds which winter with us becomes increasingly diffi- 
cult with the first fall of snow on frost-hardened ground. 


Many people come to the aid of the birds by setting 
out food for them throughout this difficult period and 
this, besides lending the birds a hand, affords them a 
great deal of pleasure through being able to view their 
feathered friends at relatively close range. Those who en- 
joy observing these little creatures say it is surprising 
how much they come to know about them which previous- 
ly was not possible and remark on the exceedingly great 
beauty of even the commonest birds when viewed from 
nearby.

Q. How can I patch holes in 
concrete? 

A. The first thing to do is 
prepare the hole, making the 
undershide of the hole larger 
than the upper side — like an 
inverted ‘V’.

Next make 
sure that all particles and dust 
are brushed away Moisten the 


surface and edges of the con-| 
crete to be patched. Fill the! 


hole, tamping in the patching 
cement. Keep the patch area 
moist since moisture delays 
the curing time for cement and 
makes the finished patch hold 
much better. 

Q. How can | remedy a sag- 
ing cane chair seat? 

A. By washing thoroughly 
with hot water, then drying 
outdoors so it will shrink up 
tight again. To preserve the 
cane, give it a coat of clear var- 
nish when it’s almost dry.

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EDITORIAL.. 


WHITHER GOEST THE CORNERSTONE? 


Whenever a new public building is in process of con- 
struction there is generally a great “to-do about a cor- 
nerstone-laying ceremony. All the principals in the pro- 
ject are invited and everyone for miles around, (well 
nearly everyone), takes half a day off to attend the fune- 
tion. Various citizens and organizations generally make 
some kind of contribution to the cornerstone’s contents — 
an historic document, some newspapers of the day, a 
copy of the address of the one who lays the stone, etc. 


These cornestone-laying ceremonies are quite the oc- 
casions, marked as they are with the bright promise of the 
future of the buildings going up and thoughts that the 
documentary evidence of the events enclosed in the stones 
will endure, if not forever, for many years to come. The 
participants never allow themselves to think that anything 


short of an act of God or war would violate the corner- 


stone’s contents. They also assume that should the stone 
ever have to be removed, someone would ensure its pre- 
servation for posterity. 


But is this what happens? 


We ask the question in view of the demolition of the 
former Lindsay Post Office which is now in its final phase 
There hasn’t been anything said (at least not to our 
knowledge) about the fate of the building cornerstone 
or its contents.

Special yeast-raised breads 
are Christmas fare in many 
countries. Most of them are 
sweet and studded with dried 
and fresh fruits. Some also 
are illusively spiced. Includ- 
ed in the international roster 
of Christmas breads are the 
Stollen of Austria and Ger- 
many. Ukranian Babka and 
Koulitch,Danish Jule Kage and 
Panettone of Italy.

View stealing Christmas trees 


as lacking Christmas spirit 


For those who still indulge 
in the delightful custom of a 
family outing to cut a Christ-| 
mas tree, there are of course) 
still a few farm woodlots 
where, for a price, this can be 
done. However, states the De- 
partment of Lands and Forests 
in its weekly report, nothing 
could be more inconsistent 
with the “Spirit of Christmas” 
than the actions of those who 


by theft from unprotected 
isolated woodlots. 

The “enormity of such a 
crime is not judged by the 
value of the tree but by the 
monumental hyprocrisy of the 
thief”, claims the department. 
Needless to say the law looks 
unkindly on such acts and 
metes punishment accordingly. 

The “report” goes on to 
note that: 

“Ror the past several weeks 
Christmas trees by the truck- 
load have been arriving in the 
village throughout Ontario. 

“During the next two weeks 
jmost of these Christmas trees 
will find their way into hun- 
idreds of thousands of homes 
where they will be decorated 
with coloured lights, tinsel, 
‘rope and other ornaments to

“Scotch pine has of course 
gained tremendously in popul- 
arity over the past several 
years having many features in 
favor, most of them corollaries 
of the fact that it is grown spe- 
cifically for the Christmas tree 


“The symmetry and density 
are products of the growers! 
artistry with pruning shears, 
and these combined with this 
tree’s ability to hold its need- 
les, its natural beauty and 
pine aroma make the Scotch 
pine the choice of a vast num- 
ber of buyers. 
“Perhaps the density of a 
cultured Scotch pine makes 
decorating a little more diffi- 
cult, but this is a minor disad- 
vantage. 
“The Austrian pine is much 
like our native red pine, the 
needles being of approximately 
the same length and arranged 
in pairs; unlike the red pine, 
however, the Austrian pine’s 
needles are stiff and very 
sharp necessitating extreme 
care in handling and decor- 
ating. 
“No matter which species 
you choose however, your tree 
will be safer, greener and more 
aromatic and will retain its 
foliage longer if you make a 
fresh horizontal cut on the 
stem and set up your tree in a 
container of water to which 
you can add as it becomes 
necessary, to compensate for 
evaporation and transpiration. 
“As a result of the long, dry 
fall some trees will appear se- 
veral shades lighter in colour 
this year, in fact some are ting- 
ed yellow. For these the treat- 
ment, described in the previous 
paragraph, is even more neces- 
sary and advantageous. 
STRONG MARKET 
“The 1963 Christmas tree 
market is stronger than in 
previous years due to good de- 
mand from the U.S. plus an 
expanded domestic market. 
The premium on ‘the U.S. dol- 
lor continued to attract buyers 
to Canada and this, coupled 
with the high quality of Cana- 
dian trees has resulted in the 
better market conditions. 
“On the local market, qual- 
ity will be up somewhat due to 
better growing techniques and 
keener competition. The 
strong export market edged 
prices upward five to ten cents 
per tree and this will result in 
a slight increase to the con- 
sumer. As always, buyers are 
advised to shop early when 
the selection is best and the 
quality high. Adverse weather 
conditions could reduce addi- 
tional supplies and a shortage 
of good quality trees might re- 
sult.”

EDITORIALS.... 


“NOT WORTH THE PAPER...” 

At Lindsay’s nomination meeting, one of the candi- 
dates to council took issue with a statement of expendi- 
tures as related to estimates which had been prepared 
for the cecasion, “It’s not worth the paper it’s writ- 
ten on,” he declared, and from the standpoint of a 
financial statement, it really wasn’t but then it wasn’t 
intended to be a financial statement. It was just a 
resume of budget and expenditure figures to the end 
of October. A conclusive financial statement could 
only be prepared at the end of the fiscal year and this 
raises a point of interest. 

A few years ago, when elections were held at the 
beginning of the year, a breakdown of the year’s opera- 
tions was provided in greater detail although still not 
complete. When the date of the election was advanc- 
ed to early December, the end of the town’s fiscal 
year became even more remote and no clear picture of 
its financial position was available to the ratepayers, 

Why couldn't Lindsay, as does Ops, have its year 
end at a period which would make it possible for elect- 
ors to have a complete financial statement on the 
town’s operation before an election is held? This 
would do away with a lot of speculative figures, elim- 
inate criticism of the incomplete statement of opera- 
tions which has become an annual presentation and let 
the people see for themselves how the town is faring 
before they vote anyone back into office. A finan- 
cial statement in the new year generally comes at a 
time when interest in municipal affairs is not as wide- 
spread as at election time. Is there anything imprac- 
ticable about the suggestion? 


A CLEAR MANDATE 

The results of Monday’s municipal election at Lind- 
say gives Mayor Joseph Holtom a clear mandate to pro- 
ceed along the lines he has been going in administering 
the affairs of the town. In marked contrast to the out- 
come of the mayoralty contest a year ago, the incumbent 
mayor has been returned with a majority which leaves 
no doubt as to the wishes of the majority of people. 

Col. R. I. Moore’s victory over Lloyd Found for the 
reeveship was evidence that the majority of people in 
Lindsay renounce the suggestion that age is related to 
ability and that because a man has reached the chronolo- 
gical retirement age he should hang his hat on a peg, 
seek out a comfortable armchair, fold his hands and sink 
into resignation. This is a heartening trend in an age 
when “age”, as reckoned in years, has been playing far 
too great a role in determining when a man should re- 
tire, a factor brought about largely for the convenience 
of those who sponsor pension plans. 

The outcome of the council balloting is just about 
what was expected . . . The 1963 councillors who indi- 
cated they wished to serve again were re-elected and the 
two vacant seats became the point of contest. The con- 

--test for one of these provided about the only real close 
race of the election . . . For a time the odds were about 
50-50 between A.G. (Gus) Godnar and Dr. Peter Gill, 
the latter eventually moving ahead with a lead which 
made overtaking him improbable and Jere seca in 
his election. 

To the candidates who were elected, every good 
wish for a successful year in municipal affairs. To those 
who tried but were unsuccessful, a word of commenda- 
tion for making the effort. Without such as you, demo- 
cracy would stagnate and elections would not be possible. 

We believe we share the feelings of the majority of 
Lindsay people in that there is reason to look forward to 
the coming year with greater optimism, especially on the 
industrial front. Progress in this direction will not be 
achieved without having to overcome problems but with 
determination and a progressive attitude, none should 
be insurmountable. 


THE COMMON GOOD 

We are hearing a great deal these ‘lage onthe muni- 
cipal election front particularly in this area where many 
municipalities border waterways, about the rights of cot- 
tagers as opposed to the rights of farmers and other tax- 
paying residents. Two statements made this week by 
members of Fenelon Township Council carry eight be- 
cause they make sense. In essence what they say is that 
the common good of all the municipality must take pre- 
cedence over factional desires: This, of course, is right 
because only when the common good is served can the 
best interests of the municipality be looked after. 

Pitting cottage owners against permanent residents 

. is unfair and only stirs up strife and by the same token 

permanent residents achieve this end by disregarding 
the rights of cottagers. The problems which confront 
either side shouldn’t be insoluble and the solutions should 
be acceptable to both when the common good is obviously 
at stake and where this intent is apparent. People have 
an uncanny way of recognizing that which is designed to 
to achieve a selfish goal and that which is aimed at com- 
munity betterment and for the most part they reject the 
self-seekers.

BREAKING ALL THE CHAINS

In six 
months of tests along a well-travelled stretch of highway 
there has not been a single collision between a deer and 
an automobile, and the mirror idea is now in general use.

Dear Dr, Steincrohn: I have 
a complaint and I do hope you 
can give me an answer for it.

|Lester R. Dragstedt and Ws- 
ward R. Woodward, Gaines- 
ville, Fla., and called ‘‘Coexist- 
ent Duodenal and Gastric Ul- 
cers Treated by Vagotomy and 
Pyloroplasty”. The following 
quotes will underline what I 
have been saying: 

“. . once the diagnosis of 
gastric ulcer is made, the fast- 


jing gastric secretion deter- 


mined and the presence or 
absence of stasis in the stom- 
ach ascertained by X-ray exam- 
ination eight to 12 hours after 
the patient has taken a meal, 
he should refer the patient 
for immediate operation.

“Canada’s competitive str ength improving” 
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“Present circumstances offer us an opportunity for vigorous 
efforts to cope with some of our underlying problems”, said 
J. P.R. Wadsworth, President, addressing the 97th Annual 
Meeting of the Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce. 


Highlights from the President’s Address 


The record of the Canadian economy in the current year 
shows clearly that the over-all position is relatively favourable, 
New records of production have been achieved in many areas, 
and this production has been sold successfully at home and 
abroad. We have achieved an increase in the Gross National 
Product which, in current dollars, will probably be about six 
per cent in the year 1963. , 

An important source of this strength has been the improve- 
ment in our merchandise trade balance. The surplus on mer- 
chandise trade in the second quarter of the year was estimated 
to be running at an annual rate of $500 million. It appears that 
the deficit in the current account of our balance of payments 
during the second quarter of 1963 was running at an annual 
rate of approximately $460 million. This estimated annual rate 
of deficit compares with total deficits"on current account of 
some $850 million in 1962, $980 million in 1961, more than 
$1.2 billion in 1960, and about $1.5 billion in 1959. However, 
the extent of the improvement should not be exaggerated for it 
is not at all certain, at this stage, that the deficit for the full 
year 1963 will be less than $500 million. In a period such as the 
present, with a high level of consumer expenditures and sub- 


stantial business investment, there is a strong tendency for » 


imports to increase. 3 
There are also certain special factors to take into account in 

making an assessment of current economic conditions in 

Canada. For one thing, 1963 will be the first full calendar year 


that we have been on the fixed exchange rate of 92.5 cents 


(U.S.), which was set with the International Monetary Fund on 
May 2, 1962. The advantages which have resulted from fixing 
and maintaining this new rate of exchange will continue only 
to the extent that they are not offset by price increases within 
Canada or compensating changes in the exchange rates of 
other countries. 

Economic Outlook 

There is, however, no room for complacency about our 
economic prospects. The crisis experienced with respect to our 
exchange reserves and the foreign exchange value of the 
Canadian dollar in 1962, together with the immediate reaction 
to the Interest Equalization Tax Act proposed by the United 
States this year, are reminders of the basic sensitivity of the 
Canadian economy to judgments made and decisions taken in 
other countries. We must do all we can to build up a sub- 
stantial and sustained surplus in our merchandise trade and 
reduce the deficit on non-merchandise items in our balance of 
payments which continues to be in the vicinity of one billion 
dollars a year. The size of this deficit reflects in large measure 
the substantial outflow of interest and dividend payments 
which constitute the cost of servicing foreign investment in 
Canada. 

The most gratifying aspect of the business situation in 
Canada at the present time is the fact that each major region 
of the country has been participating in the expansion. I would 
like to touch on some of the highlights of developments in 
each of these areas. 

. Atlantic Provinces 

The rate of capital investment in the Atlantic Provinces has 
generally kept pace with that of the country as a whole, and 
the proportion of the new investment made by business 
organizations is roughly the same for the Atlantic Provinces 
as for Canada as a whole. 

Quebec 

In the Province of Quebec business activity has continued 
at a high level through this year. There have been further gains 
in many measurements of activity reflecting the general buoy- 
ancy’in business conditions which has been characteristic of 
1963. 

The manufacturing industries which produce items for basic 
consumer needs, such as the food industries, have continued 
to supply general strength to the economy while the industries 
which provide services of various kinds such as utilities, 
merchandising organizations, and financial institutions have 
been somewhat stronger. 

Capital investment has again provided considerable stimulus 
for the Quebec economy. Total outlays for all types of invest- 
ment including housing are estimated at close to $2.3 billion 
in 1963, establishing a new record for the province. The in- 
crease over 1962 is estimated at $117 million, 514 per cent, 
and follows an increase of $160 million in 1962. There continue 
to be strong increases in outlays for utilities, manufacturing 
facilities, institutional services and various other forms of 
social capital. 

Ontario 

In the Province of Ontario, there has also continued to be a 
high level of activity this year. The general pattern has been 
similar-to that of 1962, with the rate of increase in over-all 
activity showing a fairly strong upward trend. 


The manufacturing industry, with its many facets, has been | 


the major source of stimulus. The value’ of manufacturers’ 
shipments in the first nine months of 1963 totalled $10.6 
billion, some seven per cent higher than during the correspond- 
ing period of the previous year. Manufacturing accounts for 
roughly two-thirds of total output in Ontario and substantial 
year-over-year increases have taken place in a number of its 


leading industries—steel, automobiles and parts, farm imple- « 


ments and machinery, to name some of the most important 
increases. 

Capital investment in the Province of Ontario continues to 
be very substantial and ia 1963 total outlays in private and 
public investment will approach $3.1 billion. This will be an 
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increase of about one per cent over 1962, a somewhat smaller 
increase than in the previous year. epee 
Prairie Provinces : 

In the Prairie Provinces the outstanding feature of the 
business situation is the fact that the wheat crop has set high 
volume records in two successive years and the sale of these 
two bountifulcrops on reasonable terms is virtually assured. This 
year the Prairie wheat crop is estimated at 703 million bushels, 
last year the crop was 546 million bushels. The contract signed 
with the Soviet Union, which covers the sale of approximately 
240 million bushels of wheat and flour to be delivered by 
July 31, 1964, is by far the largest single commitment in this 


crop year. In addition, important contracts have been made _ 


with: Japan, mainland China, and some countries in Europe 
which have not recently purchased Canadian wheat. When 
these new sales are added to the requirements of our other 
customers, it is estimated that sales of wheat for export and 
domestic use in the crop year 1963/64 will reach a volume 
equivalent to this year’s entire crop. : 

The petroleum industry continues to make very substantial 
contributions to the economies ‘of Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
with Alberta now accounting for about two-thirds of Canadian 
output of crude oil and natural gas liquids. Production of crude 
oil and natural gas liquids increased five per cent this year, 
Teaching an average output of 785,000 barrels a day. Sales of 
natural gas increased by roughly one-third over last year and 
are expected to average over three billion cubic feet a day, 
one-third for export. By-products from natural gas production, 
particularly sulphur, have also shown a substantial increase 
in sales. : Ri 

British Columbia ; ; 

In the Province of British Columbia a number of factors 
has combined to make this a very good year. An important 
source of stimulus has been the sharp rise in capital investment 
which is running roughly 20 per cent higher than last year. 
This increase will amount to about $190 million and bring total 
outlays for private and public investment to some $1.1 billion” 
for the year. The largest outlays for capital investment are~ 


projects. Housing also is up strongly this year with starts 
running about 15 per cent aboye the volume in 1962. - 


Another major stimulus for British Columbia this year has — 


been a strong export demand for a number of the products of 
its major resource industries, the increase in sales taking place 
not only to traditional customers but to growing markets across 
the Pacific, particularly Japan. 

The important forest products industries, which account for 
roughly one-third of the net value of production in British 
Columbia, have had a very good year. 

Output of lead and zinc is comparable to last year and there 
have also been important developments in new copper and 
iron mines which have long-term sales contracts with Japan. 

This regional reyiew has pointed up the wide range of 
undertakings which make up the Canadian economic complex. 
At the same time it has provided a picture of the extent to 
which capital investment is giving support and further stimulus 
to each region of the country. It also emphasizes the extent to 
which economic conditions in one area of the country are 
directly affected by conditions in the other areas. This year, 
for example, the big wheat crop and the contracts for its im- 
mediate sale are bringing benefits to each major region of the 
country, the seaports and the industrial centres as well as the 
Prairie region, 


Prospects Generally Encouraging 

For Canada as a whole, prospects for the future are generally 
encouraging, but we are still confronted by certain basic prob- 
lems to which we must continue to devote careful attention. 
_ One encouraging development has been the notable increase 
in the yolume of Canadian manufactured goods sold’ abroad. 
In 1963 the value of these exports may be as much as $900 
million compared with slightly over $400 million in 1960. - 
Markets for manufactured goods are highly competitive and 
much depends on the level of unit costs as well as on product 
development and salesmanship. In this connection all the cost 
factors are important, because they directly affect our com- 
petitive position both in export and domestic markets. 
_ In fostering the growth and development of Canadian 
industry and enterprise, both for domestic and export markets, 
the Canadian banks with their wide distribution of branches 
across Canada and extensive correspondent bank relationships 
throughout the world have played and will continue to play an 
important part. This Bank in particular, provides a worldwide 
banking service with constantly expanding facilities to 
Canadians with interests outside of Canada, be they exporters, 
Importers, investors, or travellers on business or pleasure.

right of way disputed 


An 11-year-old dispute over 
the ownership of a portion of 
the Ingoldsby highway in Hali- 
burton County has flared up 
again C. FP, Edwards, Edge- 
water Beach cottage resort op- 
erator claims that Anson, Hin- 
don and Minden Council fore- 
ed a road on him, putting a 
township road over his private 
road in Minden township. 
“They didn’t expropriate the 
property”, said Mr. Edwards, 
“they told me verbally that 
they had, but they hadn’t. Un- 
der my protests they forced 
a road on me”. 


Mr. Edwards explained that | 


he had had a private road from 
the Dysart boundary, along 
the South Kashagawigamog 
Road when Minden council 
built the road from the West 
right through his property. 
“Tm still paying taxes on the 
road’, he said. “and to main- 
tain title to it I barricade it 
once a year for 24 hours. I 
have every right to do this.” 
Mr. Edwards put a barricade 
across the road at 5 p.m. on 
Wednesday evening and in- 
tends to leave it there with the 
notice “Road Closed” for a mi- 
nimum of 24 hours. 


“This portion of road is ne- 
cessary for the development 
of my resort’’, he continued, “I 
am planning a 4,800 foot ski 
run right now that goes across 
this road and this is part of a 
quarter million dollar devel- 


opment”. Mr. Edwards said 
he had suggested to council 
the road be closed in the win- 
ter when it is rarely used and 
Opened in summer. He claims 
this would be acceptable to 
him. 

UNREASONABLE 

“Minden Council is unreason- 
able to the point of deceit’, 
stated Mr. Edwards, “they are 
preventing the development of 
the township. I have done 
everything possible to come to 
an agreement with them.”

_- QUITE A LOT OF WORK WHICH 


COULD BE DONE IN WINTER... 

The decision to postpone the layoff of several men 
from Lindsay's Board of Works really does nothing to al- 
Jeviate the problem except on a temporary basis and this is 


-~qever satisfactory toa man faced with the prospect of 


_.being out of a job. What the matter does, however, is 
give rise to speculation as to the. amount of provision 

_ made by the town to clean up some projects which can be 
done quite well in winter. There is, as everyone knows, 
a substantial. subsidy paid on winter works program un- 
dertakings and we can think of at least some which might 
be undertaken. 

Lindsay Street North is still ridiculously narrow for 
the volume of traffic it carries and there is absolutely no 
pedestrian traffic provision for quite a stretch of it even 
though a major Lindsay industry lies at its northerly end. 
Then there is the matter of the decrepit and hazardous 
underpass route at the western entrance. to Colborne 
Street East. Even if another bridge is built across the Scu- 
gog, this route to downtown Lindsay will continue to be 
used by a fair amount of traffic and it would seem practical 
to bring about certain improvements. On the south side of 
the Scugog River, near the Board of Works depot, there 
is a string of dead trees which are an ‘eyesore when the - 
surrounding landscape is green with foliage. They could 
be cut and trimmed up just as well in winter as in sum- 
mer, The “Rainbow Bridge” is known to be decrepit and 
in urgent need of repairs or replacement. 
~ ‘These are just a few items picked at random which 
need attention and which could be done just as well 
in winter as in summer .. . There are probably others, 
as witnesses the litter from town trees which accompanied 
the couple of high windstorms we had in the fall, giving 
indication that a fairly extensive tree trimming and repair 
job awaits fo be done if the town’s shade trees are to be 
adequately cared for. 

Anything which provides employment and is economi- 
cally practical is better than turning men out to the de- 
moralization pasture of unemployment.

DECEMBER 18, 1913 

Under new regulations issued by the Department of 
Education pupils can now be adimtted to High Schools 
without passing an entrance examination. While this 
has heen the practice for some fime, the wording of the 
regulations was not clear to a great many teachers.

Like many others, Mrs. C. 
is unnecessarily concerned a- 
bout low blood pressure: 

Q. ‘Don’t you believe in in- 
jections?” 

A. “Of course, I do, when 
they are necessary.” 

Q. “Well aren't they good 
for low blood pressure? My 
pressure has been between 
90-100 for as long as I remem-| 
ber. I want to bring it up over} 
100. I understand there are 
injections. that will make the 
pressure climp fast.” 

A. “Yes, there are. But we 
use them only when there has 
been a sudden fall in blood 
pressure. For instance. dur-! 
ing an attack of coronary| 
thrombosis, after a severe he-| 
morrage, during anesthesia} 
and for other emergencies. But 
these drugs are too powerful 
-to take every day to keep blood 
pressure high. They'd do more, 
harm than good in the long 
run”. 

Q. “But how about my low} 
pressure? What shall I do a-| 
bout it?” 

A. “Don’t think I’m being 
facetious when I say be thank-

Tor 
what is important now, is to 
evaluate the cause of your 
symptoms, Are they due to 
the gall bladder or to the ul- 
cer, or both? Only your doc- 
tor can reach that decision.

ANOTHER OFFICE CHAT 
EFFECTS OF MENOPAUSE 

A housewife of 46 who has 
not menstruated in two years 
who is comfortable and with- 
out any symptoms whatever, 
is nevertheless concerned that 
she may have some trouble 
during her menopause: 

Q. But I've heard that the 
change of life lasts as long as 
10 years or more. What guar- 
antee have J got that I won't 
have hot flashes and depres- 
sion and all the rest of the aw- 
ful symptoms before long? 

A: That’s the trouble: being 
influenced by what you've 
heard. The trouble is that 
too many women like to scare 
others, and too many of the 
others are too willing to listen 
and believe. That is why the 
fear of the menopause is all 
out of proportion to the. a- 
mount of distress it causes. 

Q: Isn’t it true that some 
women do suffer in the 
change? 

A: Yes, but only about 20 
per cent. And of this number 
only another small percentage

really feel bad with depres- 
sion, sweats, flashes, fatigue, 
insomnia and worrisomeness. 
A fair estimate is that 75 to 80 
per cent go through the change 
without any distress.

SEA OF EAGER BERLINERS 

Communist officials are 
faced with a sea of eager west 
Berliners who are trying to see 
their relatives in the Eastern 
sector of the city. Thousands 
of them are applying for visit- 
ing passes which the Reds are 
issuing for the first time since 
August, 1961. There is a holi 
day pass shortage and only a 
few thousand of the more than 
25-thousand applicants have 
succeeded in obtaining them so 
far. The passes allow only a 
one day’s stay. 
WINDS UP TALKS 

Defense Secretary McNam- 
ara is winding up two days of 
talks in Saigon. Informed 
sources there say he’s de- 
livered a message from Pre- 
sident Johnson to the military 
rulers of South Viet Nam. . 
assuring them American troops 
will remain as long as needed. 
Previously McNamara said 
the war was going well enough 
to look forward to American 
withdrawal by 1965. But Com- 
munists hav scored a number 
of victories iately. 


IN FAVOR 
Britain says it favors a con- 
ference to guarantee the 


neutrality of Cambodia in 
Southeast Asia. Combodia re- 
nounced American aid sever- 
al weeks ago . ... and indi- 
cated it is moving from the 
west and found neutrality in 
the cold war. 

POSTPONE LAUNCH 

The U-S space agency pos- 
poned a satellite launch at 
Cape Kennedy this morning 
because of rocket troubles. An- 
other try will be made tomor- 
row. The satellite will photo- 
graph weather disturbances 
and send the pictures di- 
rectly to 42 weather stations 
in 14 countries. 

FURTHER INCREASE 

Increased consumer spend- 
ing and rising business inven- 
tories have produced a further 
564-million dollar increase in 
Canada’s national output dur- 
ing the third quarter of 1963. 
A report released by the Do- 
minion Bureau of Statistics 
says the quartrely increase--the 
tenth in a row-indicates that 
Canada’s gross national pro- 
duct, the yardstick of a na- 
tion’s wealth, will reach 43- 
billion dollars this year. This 
would be six per cent over 
last year’s G-N-P and 19 per 
cent more than 1961. 

Two more American negro 
soldiers have been found 
guilty of the unpremeditated 
murder of a U-S Airman at 
Byreux, France, last Septem- 
ber. A miiltary court also con- 
victed a third soldier—-who is 
white-on the lesser charge of 
involuntary manslaughter. A 
similar court last November 
found two negro soldiers guilty 
of particpating in the same 
fatal brawl.

“Christmas 
Cookies’ recall 
the regions 

of Germany 


Perhaps most of the cakes, 
biscuits and cookies that are 
being baked for the Christ- 
mas table in many parts of 
the world originated in Ger- 
many. To trace the genealogy 
of these Christmas pastries 
is to survey Germany from 
east to west, north to south. 

Ironically, some of the 
best-known of the German 
Weihnachiskuchen that are 
popular abroad stem from re- 
gions of Germany that today 
are under foreign occupation. 
Not so the famed Printen of 
Aachen, which is located near 
Germany's peaceful and un- 
guarded border with Bel- 
gium. 


But the marchpane or Ma-| 


rizipan that comes from Lu- 
beck (Federal Republic of 
Germany) is separated by 
the Iron Curtain from the 
Marzipan of Konigsberg, for 
Konigsberg since 1945 has 
been within the borders of 
the Soviet Union. nAd al- 
though Stollen—a loaf-shap- 
ed cake--is popular at Christ- 
mas and New Year's through- 
out both the free part of 
Germany and muc hof the 
world, the people of the town 
where Stollen supposedly or- 
iginated—Dresden— are not 
free to spend the holidays 
with relatives in West Berlin 
or in the western part of 
Germany. For Dresden is in 
Germany’s Soviet - occupied 
zone. 

The chewy Lebkuchen, ar- 
omatic with citron and spic- 
es, came originally from Nu- 
remberg, which is in the Fed- 
eral Republic. Spekulatius — 
usually stamped in the shape 
of a windmill—seems to have 
originated in the flatlands of 
the lower Rhine.

Rescue 
figures 
conflict 


(United Press International) 


A small armada of ships 
and planes is struggling off 
the coast of Morocco to res- 
cue more than one-thousand 
passengers and crewmen of 
the burning Greek Liner “La- 


Ships from half a dozen 
nations are reported pulling 
‘survivors from the water. 


Harly this morning (at 7 
a.m-), just 12 hours after the 
Lakonia sent out its first dis- 
tress call, a radio station in 
the Canary Islands reported 
more than 600 survivors had 
been rescued. This figure 
left more than 400 still unac- 
counted for and the Canary 
Islands report was not con- 
firmed in London where the 
ship’s agents reported 600 
missing. Later, the Canary 
Islands radio spoke of about 
900 rescued. There is no 
confirmation of this figure, 
either. 


Harlier, about 100 persons 
Were reported still aboard the 
Lakonia, huddling in the rear 
of the ship away from the 
flames. Rescue planes re- 
ported seeing scores of per- 
sons in the sea. 


The Spanish News Agency, 
Cifra, says one of the first 
rescue ships on the scene, the 
Argentine vessel “Salta”, is 
now steaming toward the 
Portuguese Island of Madiera 
with about 300 survivors a- 
board. 


Madiera was the destina- 
tion of the Lakonia. The 20- 
thousand-ton liner set sail 
from Southampton, England, 
Thursday. It sent out a dis- 
tress call late last night, say- 
ing fire had broken out and 
passengers were abandoning 
ship- 


There were 651 passengers 
and 385 crewmen aboard the 
Lakonia. Most of the pas- 
Sengers were British, and 
there were at least 32 child- 
Ten aged under 12.

Greeting cards change 


Greeting cards for Christ- 
mas show, each season, an 
inerease in the number of re- 
ligious subjects — but this 
has not always been true. In 
fact, the earliest Christmas 
cards often has designs that 
seemed to have no connec- 
tion with the holiday. 


Instead of Nativity scenes 
or symbols of holly and mis- 
tletoe, early American Christ- 
mas cards of the 19th cen- 
tury were decorated with 
roses and portraits of young 
ladies, acording to The Bn- 
eyclopedia Americana, Often 
plump robins were pictured 
sittings on tree branches 
dripping with icicles. 


In this early stage pin-up 
girls were not unusual, Kate 
Greenaway drawings were 
frequently used, some cards 
picturing single figures from 
her drawings, other portray- 
ing dancing girls with gar- 
lands of flowers.

1870, cards were 
frosted and fringed with 
heavy silk.

As the world grows smal- 
ler, Christmas observances in 
different countries grow 
more similar. Santa Claus in 
red suit and white beard 
drives his reindeer-drawn 
sleigh to North, Central and 
South America and to many 
other countries as well. 

In fact, when the first ex- 
plorer lands on Mars, he 
shouldn’t be surprised to dis- 
\cover that Santa and even 
Rudolph, got there first. 

Sharing of Christmas cus- 
toms, however, only serves to 
point up the fact that this is 
a holiday for everyone, and a 
holiday that draws ideas 
from all lands and times, un- 
iting them in both religious 
amd secular observances of 
the season. 

In Mexico 

Celebrating the posada is a 
Mexican custom focussed on 
the Nativity. 

“Posada” means “loving 
or “inn”, and for the nine 
“posada” days from Decemb- 
er 16 to 25, churches, hotels, 
social groups and families 
throughout Mexico act out 
the story of the Nativity- 

A procession of pilgrims 
comes to the place where the 
celebration is scheduled. 
They carry clay figures of 
Mary and Joseph, and they 
seek shelter from the “inn- 
keepers” within, 

At first the innkeepers re- 
fuse, then they admit the pil- 
grims to feast and rejoice. 
Figures representing Mary 
and Joseph are placed in rep- 
lica of the manger. On 
Christmas Eye, the figure 
representing Jessus is added. 

In Holland 

Gifting season in Holland 
Traditionally begins on Dec- 
ember 5 and is called “Stroo- 
ivand” or “strewing night’. 
Children place their shoes by 
he fireplace, filled with car- 
rots and hay for St. Nichol- 
as’ horse — in the expecta- 
jon that on the morrow the 
shoes will contain fruit and 
toys. 


In Scotland 

Christmas feast favorites 
in Scotland include short- 
bread, a rich cake or cookies 
and haggis, a kind of pud- 
ding, New Year's Bye, or 
Hogmanay is the principal 
day for gifts and greetings 
when children go singing 
from house to house, in 
hopes of a treat.

Thousands will 


visit Bethlehem 


Gathered in the Church of 
the Nativity, thousands of 
Christians from around the 
world will worship in Bethle- 
hem this Christmas. A high- 
light of their pilgrimage is, 
for most, a visit to the Grotto 
of the Nativity — traditional- 
ly, at least, the manger where 
Christ was born. 

Opposition to Christianity 
in the first few years of the 
new religion actually led to 
the preservation of the man- 
ger — an improvised stable 
in a cave hewn out of rock 
near the center of the hill 
town of Bethlehem. 

The Roman emperor Had- 
rian, who ruled from 117 to 
138 A.D., sought to halt the 
fast spread of Christianity, 
and he had the cave conyert- 
ed to a grotto for the worship 
of the pagan god Apollo. The 
very fact that the cave was 
marked though for pagan 
purposes, helped to preserve 
knowledge of the site of the 
Nativity.

On the other hand the 
farmer seldom takes a holi- 
day. He must be around to 
milk his cows, to feed his 
hens and slop his pigs, He 
takes his wife and family to 
town Friday night to do his 
week’s shopping. This is a- 
bout extent of his holiday. 
But he has a contentment 
and peace of mind that mak= 
es him the salt of the earth. 


He would not want to change 
his position for the apparent 
care-free life of the cottager. 
Oceasionally a farmer may 
be elected to some high of- 
fice. If so the honour sits 
lightly upon him. He is still a 
son of the soil. He is willing 
to lend a helping hand to 
every good cause. He has a 
much greater stake in this 
country than any cottager 
no matter how pretentious 
his cottage may he. 


If the farmer’s assessment 
is, in his opinion, a little too 
high, he can take his case to 
the court of revision and re- 
quest an adjustment. The 
cottager has the same privi- 
lege. The law in this country 
is the same for black and 
white.

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EDITORIAL.. 


ENOUGH IS ENOUGH .. . : 
Someone in Ottawa (The House of Commons) should 
get up on their “hind legs’”and make headlines by declar- 
ing that Canada is for Canadians — not for the French, 
Scots, Irish, English, Jews, Americans or any other of the 
numerous world races, many of whom have either immi- 
grated to Canada or were born here of stock which immi- 
grated from one of the many countries of the world. 


At the moment attention is being focussed on those 
of French stock who would divide the country (even more 
than it already is) into French and English camps by in- 
flicting bilingualism upon it. The very size of the coun- 
try and its sparse population overall makes this. supreme- 
ly ridiculous. We cannot afford the luxury of two lan- 
guages for one thing and heaven knows this work is 
complicated enough without our adding to and compound- 
ing the confusion. 


People have generally been fairly tolerant of the 
French plea for official recognition in allowing the goy- 
ernment of Canada to waste hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in the printing of bilingual currency and official 
forms but some of the more recent demands exceed the 
bounds of reasonability and threaten to foment serious 
internal strife. The CJBC (Toronto) radio station fiasco 
borders on the ludicrous, to cite but one example. 
The “double talk” which pervades much of our nationally- 
owned (supported out of taxation to a large degree by 
people of all races and creeds) television stations is about 
as silly as anything could be in a nation of under 20 mil- 
lion people. 


To put it bluntly, and with all due respect to the 
French-Canadian people who were by no means the 
original Canadian settlers, (this honour belongs to the In- 
dians who were shamefully treated by both the English 
and the French speaking people), Quebec is making far 
too much political noise and putting forward too many 
demands in proportion to its importance as only one of 
the 11 Canadian provinces. 


Enough is enough of this pandying to a minority 
cause .. . Someone in authoriy and with the required in- 
testinal fortitude, should call a spade a spade by letting it 
be known that Canada is for Canadians and anyone not 
wishing to be one is free to leave whenever it is conveni- 
ent.

A BASELESS COMPLAINT 

From the top to the lowest protagonists of the French 
Canadian demand for more concessions; from the Lam- 
ontagnes, the Lesages, the Lesesques to the Chaputs and 
all other leaders of the separists and pseudo Sin Feiners 
in Quebec there comes With the regularity of monotony 
the same argument: “Why”, they ask, “are the French 
in other provinces not treated with the same generosity 
as the English-speaking minority in Quebec?” ‘The other 
day the irrepressible Mr, Caouette, the leader of a splin- 
ter riven Social Credit party, put it this way in comment- 
ing on the refusal of Premier Bennett of B.C. to agree to 
the radical revision of the B.N.A. Act Quebee demands:: 
“T wonder what Bennett would say if the English-speaking 
minority in Quebec was denied its own schools. We are 
not asking special treatment, but rather equal treatment”. 

Nothing could be farther from the truth than this 
“equal treatment” argument of Quebec French-Canadian 
zealots. To get the back-ground of this question, if must 
be remembered that it is was through the insistence main- 
ly of Quebec that the provinces were given jurisdiction 
over education. That was to ensure that the dominating 
factor in the education of the French Canadian youth — 
the infleunce and control of the church — would be pre- 
served. Quebec had its way and after Confederation it 
kept on with its sectarian system with the large majority 
pronouncedly Roman Catholic, 

In the other provinces a system of public schools, 
which children of all creeds could attend without any dan- 
ger to their religion, was established, In Quebec there 
never was or has been such a system and the schools of 
the majority, controlled by the Roman Church and per- 
meated, by the teaching of its doctrine, were such that 
Protestant children simply could not attend them. That 
meant that the minority, mainly the English-speaking 
Protestant pupils, simply had to have their own schools. 
In brief, schools for the minority in Quebec became a 
necessity, not a concession or generous gesture by a be- 
nign majority. For instance, even today Roman Catholic 
students can ,and do, attend the public schools in large 
number.in other provinces with no threat to their reli- 
gion, but the same cannot be said of the schools of the 
majority in Qubece in regard to the religion of Protestant 
students. ‘ 

Therefore there can be no comparison between the 
treatment of the minorities in Quebec and the other pro- 
vinces until the Quebec government has establsihed a 
school system to which parents of all demoninations can 
send their children without fear of endangering their 
faith. Perhaps the “neutral schools” which have been 
proposed in the welter of themes arising out of the dis- 
cussions of the new Lesage education bill, might help to 
bring Quebec a little in line with the other provinces, but 
until something of this nature is accomplished, French 
Canadian leaders have no grounds to complain about un- 


fair treatment to French Canadian students in the other _

Then 
scrub with a stiff wire brush, 
removing all the paint from the 
crevices and cracks. 


Q. How can I easily loosen 
a glass stopper that has be- 
come tightly stuck in a bottle? 

A. Try putting a few drops 
of glycerine around the stop- 
per, and let stand for a few 
hours. The glycerine works 
down around the stopper, and 
loosens it for easy removal.

Libraries often “the forgotten children” 


Frequently referred to as 
“the forgotten children” | 
when it comes to budgets, li- 
brarians claim that well-run | 
libraries can only exist in 
centres willing to pay for 
them: Many libraries can- 
not afford to pay the salaries 
for professional personnel 
but Victoria County Library 
Co-operative is in the fortu-| 
nate position of having the 
services of a fully-qualified 
librarian, Mrs. Gordon Thex- 
ton, who since May 1956 has 
headed up the county library- 
A graduate of McGill, Mont- 
real, she has an honour BA 
in Bnglish and History, is a 
Bachelor of Library Science, 
and has much experience 
gained in libraries in Ontario, 
Quebee and British Golums 
pia. 

“One of the Library’s func- 
tions is to provide and ser- 
vice materials for enlarging 
the mind and dispelling ig- 
norance,” writes Joseph 
Wheeler in his “Practical Ad- 
ministration of Public Li- 
braries”. “Today, more than 
ever before.” claims Mrs. 
Thexton, “this function is 
paramount. With more and 
more emphasis placed on 
more and more education 


and training for each person, | 


the libraries of the nation 
must, and should play an in- 
creasing part in this task.” 

THE TASK IS GREAT 

Now, what does the library 
co-operative do in Victoria 
County? 
of space, shortage of staff 
and insufficient funds, the 
library still provides a valu- 
able service through other 
libraries and deposit sta- 
tions. Units of books, 20 
books to a unit, are sent out 
monthly to rural schools in 
the area, as well as Lindsay 
and district libraries. A 
nominal payment is made for 
this service depending on the 
number of books received, 
but this does little more than 
cover the ever-increasing 
postal costs: 

During 1962, 30,162 books 
cireulated, made up of fic- 
tion 14,939; non-fiction

BORROWING BOOKS 

Anyone in Victoria Coun- 
ty can borrow books directly 
from the library if they haye 
no home library and it is 
possible to borrow books 
from the library by mail if 
required, Twenty thou- 
sand books are in circulation 
and the co-operative buys a- 
bout $8,000 worth of books 
each year. This expendi- 
ture added about 2,400 books 
to the stock last year. 

The revenues of the coun- 
ty library are obtained by 
grants from the county of| 
Victoria, the Province of On- 
tario and fees charged public | 
libraries and school sections. | 

“I feel very strongly that | 
the County Library must 
Serve as a depository of the) 
best books available for’

“and we try to buy ‘eyery-| 
thing Canadian that's worth | 
while.

Selection of December 25 as 
the birth date of Christ may 
have been an effort on the part 
of early Christian leaders to 
counteract the pagan appeal 
of the Roman Saturnalia. a 
festival held at the turning of 
the year.

ant manager Ervin House returning to his apartment over 


the dime store after an evening of bowling. He was able 
to get his wife and two children out safely minutes before 
the wooden stairway, only exit from the building, was en- 


veloped in flames. 


As Mrs. Shirley House left the the building carrying 


her three-weelc-old baby girl, 


Catheryn-Ann she fell down 


the stairs suffering a wrenched back, scrapes and cuts. 


The baby was not injured. 
also escaped safely. 


Owner of the 5c to $1.00 
store, Kenneth Currie has said 
that he will re-build the store 
immediately. 

The House family lost every- 
thing in the blaze that levelled 
the store and escaped only 
with the clothing they were 
wearing. Mr. House told “The 
Post”, “If I had been five min- 
utes later returning from bowl 
ing, I wouldn’t have been able 
to get up the stairs to warn 
my wife. She didn’t know the 
place was on fire and the back 
stairway is the only way out, 
other than a 30-foot jump to 
the street’. 

“We just made it out”, Ervin 
House added. 

Robert Cox owner of the Min- 
den Bowl, immediately offer- 
ed the burnt-out family a fur- 
nished apartment for as 
long as they wished. Tempor- 
arily the Houses’ are staying 
with friends, Mr. and Mrs, Hat- 
koski in Minden. 

Fire brigades from Minden, 
Haliburton, Fenelon Falls and 
Lindsay were at the scene of 
the blaze and were occupied 
all night in putting it out, The 
Lindsay reel left the scene at 
9 a.m, Christmas morning and 
the Minden brigade remained 
all Christmas day as the fire 
continued burning underneath 
the rubble. 

‘What a Christmas’, said 
Ervin House, “and the Christ- 
mas hefore | had my wife, 
Shirley, in hospital. 1 hate to 
think about next Christmas”, 
he added ruefully. 

“T was returning to Minden 
from midnight mass at Kin- 
mount’, related IGA co-own- 
er Peter Dollo, “and as I ap- 
proached it appeared as though 
the whole town was on fire”, 

Mr. Dollo said that the win- 
dows of the stores opposite 
were cracked and broken by 
the intense heat. “If it hadn’t 
been for the snow on the roofs 
of the buildings opposite”, he

said, “they would have caught 
fire from the sparks and burn- 
ing pieces of debris carried 
across”, 

Continuing he said: “The 
firemen were hard pressed to 
hold the fire and if the other 
side of the street had caught 
fire, it would have been like 
the fire in 1943 and the whole 
side of the street would have 
gone”. 

Mr. Dollo said that at one 
point the whole front wall of 
the 5c to $1.00 store collapsed 
forward crashing onto the 
street and narrowly missing a 
couple of firemen. 

The Rockcliffe Hotel and 
Pioneer Grill opened up their

POWER BRAKES 
AND 
WINTER DRIVING 


Some motorists will be using 
power brakes and steering on snow 
and ice for the 
first time this 
Winter. Perhaps a 
few words of cau- 
tion now may save 
Somebody from a 
costly and injur- 
ious collision. 

The main thing 
to bear in mind is 2 _ 
that a skid occurs Ken Western 
when the front : B 
wheels are turned in a direction 
other than that in which the car 
is moving. It takes very little 
speed to cause this to happen on 
packed ice or snow. 

If e skid should occur, turn the 
front wheels in the direction the 
front of the car is skidding while 
you gently apply the brakes until 
the momentum has slowed to al- 
Jow you to straighten out again. 

A skid is much more easily caus- 
ed by power steering until you be- 
come used to if. The reason is 
that the turn is often sharper, put- 
ting the wheels abruptly at an angle 
to the car motion. The same 
Problem of suddenness applies to 
power brakes, so press your foot 
down as gently as possible.

Lindsay delegate among those 
endorsing teachers’ resolution 
seeking Lakefield cancellations 


Mr. W. M. Cosgrove of Cen- 
tral Senior School, Lindsay, at- 
tended the Annual Conference 
of the Ontario Public School 
Men Teachers’ Federation in 
Toronto from December 26 to 
28. 

Over 200 delegates repre- 
senting almost 9,000 male 
teachers instructed their ex- 
ecutive to seek cancellation of 
the teaching certificates of per- 
sons presently teaching in the 
Lakefield Public School. 

The issuance of a Profession- 
al Teacher Certificate to the 
members of the Federation 
who meet the required stand- 
ards of the professional group 
was approved. A report to the 
delegates recommended  in- 
creasing teacher training re- 
quirements to a minimum of 
three years This would lead 
to university degrees for all 
teachers. Another report re- 
commended that the Ontario 
Public School Men Teacher's 
Federation again send a tea- 
cher to assist in the African 
Teacher Training Program co- 
ordinated by the Canadian Tea-| 
cher’s Federation.

ENCOURAGING... 
‘The accident record in Lindsay and! district over the 


Christmas holiday was encouraging and shows what can 
be achieved in the way of trafic safety when people who 
drive are determined to exercise care and police make it 
clear there will be no leniency shown in cases where traf- 
fic laws have been violated. ' We hope the trend will be- 
reflected when the New Year’s holiday statistics are re- 
corded. 

It is most apparent that traffic violations can no longer 
be viewed lightly and that offenders cannot be dealt with 
leniently. The terrible consequences of failing to observe 
the rules of the road or drive while incapable for any 
of a number of reasons, is such that stern measures to dis- 
courage such practices must be adopted. Apparently 
when motorists know the “chips are down”, they can and 
do perform better. Safety for fear of consequences is 
preferable to tragedy through smugness bred of the 
knowledge that the penalty for bad driving will not be 
severe: | 


EXPECT SERVICE FOR MONEY PAID 
When fhe public pays for a service they have every 
right to expect to receive it but this is not always the case. 
Our metered public parking lots are an example of a ser- 
yice the public is expected to pay for but which it doesn’t 
always receive. The last few snowstorms have seen the 
lots sadly neglected from a standpoint-of snow removal, 
a provision which one-would assume. should-be made in 
considering the budgets for parking lots. We believe the

Acclamation in Mariposa 
The council of the township of Mariposa for the year 
just closing have performed their duties in a manner 


which has merited for them a continuance of the people’s 


confidence for another year. At the nomination proceed- 
ings at Oakwood the whole council was re-elected by 
acclamation for 1914. The meeting was afterwards 
thrown open to speech-making when the splendid work 
of the council was referred to by the different speakers. 


DECEMBER 30, 1938

up and regular deliveries were made following the arrival 
of each train. The busiest day at the post office during 
the Christmas rush was on December 21st when 26,269

EITHER POORLY EQUIPPED 
OR BADLY ORGANIZED... 

There is only one of two conclusions citizens of Lind- 
say can arrive at in the light of the town’s works depart- 
ment’s handling of the several heavy snowfalls which have 
peen experienced so far — either the department is poor- 
ly equipped or badly organized to cope with these situ- 
ations. 7 

People went along with the excuse offered following 
the first couple of snowfalls that the department was 
caught unprepared and they accepted its assurance that 
it wouldn't happen again. It did — several times — and 
now they wonder. Of course with the Christmas season 
still fresh upon them (and several inches of snow). the 
spirit of goodwill which prevails at this time will no doubt 
persuade most people to be charitable and forgiving but 
goodwill has a habit of flying out the window when 
people are seriously inconvenienced, Christmas or no 
Christmas.

Perhaps a fitting 
slogan would be: “we'll remove more in '64”. 

TAKE A LOOK... 

The Lindsay Chamber of Commerce and all who par- 
ticipated in the “home decorating contest” deserve a 
word or two of sincere appreciation from all the people 
of Lindsay .. . They contributed much to the beautifica- 
tion of the winter landscape and the colour of the Christ- 
mas season. It has been a real source of pleasure to 
countless people to walk or drive around the streets of 
Lindsay and observe the creative efforts of its citizenry 
during the magical season. If you haven't yet faken 
time out from your Christmas season activities to do so, a 
further holiday treat is in store for you. 


Judging a contest such as this is a task which few people 
would probably care to undertake because there are so 
many attractive decorative schemes that trying to choose 
the winners would be largely a case of “flipping a coin”. 
On the other hand. it is a contest in which not winning 
doesn’t make one feel particularly rejected . . . There is 
a great sense of personal satisfaction in having contri- 
buted to the community’s Christmastide beauty. The only 
sad feature of the whole thing is that it passes all too 
soon and the multi-coloured lights blink out one by one 
to leave us face to face again with the harsh light of real- 
ity. 

SOFTBALL AND VICTORIA PARK 

The Lindsay Men's Softball Association is disturbed 
by a report coming out of the December Parks Board 
meeting to the effect that the board would like too see 
softball discontinued in Victoria Park. The softball play- 
ers aren’t the only ones who will be annoyed at the sugges- 
tion. 

Softball was being played in Victoria Park long be- 
fore the Parks Board came into existence and no one 
complained about it — at least not loudly. As a matter of 
fact, its central location probably accounts in some de- 
gree for if continuing popularity . . . It’s handy for most 
people who attend and it is one of the few sports in Lind- 
say which (until Junior Hockey was revived this winter) 
managed to draw a supporting crowd. We believe that 
to move the location of the games would probably deal the 
club a serious and unwarranted blow. It is only neces- 
sary to point to the so-called baseball stadium on Mary 
Street as an example of what happens when a sport lo- 
cates out of a central area. 

Whitby, a town of about Lindsay’s size, has gone 
all out to centralize sport in one of its attractive mid- 
fown parks. The arrangement seems to be working out 
satisfactorily. Lindsay is fortunate in having two central- 
ized parks. one of which is already strictly reserved for 
such gentle pastimes as sitting and gazing at the water, 
passing traffic, the moon or whatever happens to interest 
the seated one; the other (Victoria) is a half-and-half ar- 
tangement — part of it a place to sit and contemplate the 
state of the world, the other part (by tradition for at least 
30 years) set aside for softball games. Why upset the 
applecart? 


A TOUCH OF JRONY 

Intentional or otherwise, there was a touch of irony 
in the placement of news items in the Toronto morning 
press... 

Item one at the top of one of the pages dealt with the 
petition from the Ontario Association of Mayors and 
Reeves for greater relief by the province from education- 
al costs. Immediately below this was another report 
noting that teachers in the Metro area was asking for a 
$600 per year raise in pay. 

Could the two be related? ... Were the items so 
placed with intent? 

HEALTHY SURPLUS — HEALTHY REDUCTION? 

Announcement by the Victoria County High School 
Area Board to the effect that it anticipated a healthy 
surplus of around $50,000 on the year’s operation is re- 
ceived with a feeling of gratitude and relief in Lindsay. 
This feeling will no doubt be intensified to the point of 
giving the board a healthy pat on their combined backs 
if the surplus is used to reduce demands on the taxpay- 
ers in 1964 instead of finding some way to spend it. 

A look at any municipal tax bill these days gives the 
non property owner quite a jolt when he sees the amount 
which is earmarked to pay for education — It does more 
than that for the property owner . . . It makes him blanch 
... and wonder if he is getting yalue for his hard-earned 
dollar. Like many other things which are carried on at 
public expense, it is probable that a lot more could be 
done for a lot less and any indication that school boards 
are striving to live within their means and even save 
the taxpayer some money is welcome news indeed. As 
we have so often stated, and which seems to be an un- 
popular suggestion at public spending levels, the only way 
to keep taxes down is to reduce demands and make sure 
the taxpayer is getting good value for the money he 1s 
forced to contribute. So far governments have been the 
first to advocate belt-tightening, the last to apply it to 
themselves and the very cause of so many taxpayers find- 
ing their belts too large.

Dear Dr. Steinerohn: My 
wife is unable to get a good 
night's sleep. This is a pro- 
blem of long standing. She is 
73. She has always been sym- 
pathetic for others’ troubles. 
She has two daughters by a 
previous marriage and has al- 
ways at their beck and call 
whenever she thought they 
needed her. She is a chronic 
worrier and most of the things 
she worries about never oc- 
cur. | 

She has been to two doctors 
and neither can find anything 
wrong physically. They say 
her conditions is due to ten- 
sion, worry. They prescribed 
mild sedatives which she has 
been taking for months. But 
nothing seems to help. 

She takes hot baths, takes 
exercise, has a massage with 
heat: but still can only get four 
hours sleep at night with only | 
a few exceptions. 

She goes to bed about 
10:30 p.m. and gets up about 
7:45 am. But between these 
hours she may awaken at 1:30

Your wife’s insomnia points 
up the truth that insomnia 
isn’t followed invariably by 
illness.

Your 
wife, health at 73, in spite of 
insomnia, is only one of many 
such sufferers whose health 
hasn't been undermined. 

I hope insomnias will re- 
member this.
